Impressive Ceremony . 
' At’ Cenotaph 


Armistice Day in Hongkong, wan 
celebrated yesterday with all tho 
ceremony, reverence and Bomare 

e 
previous fifteen anniversarics of 
the end-of the Grent War. The 
murky weather in Hongkong add-. 
ed to, rather than detracted from 
the solemnity of tho occasion. 

Jifs Excellency the Governor 
‘with senfor officers of the Army, 
Navy.and Air Force, attended the 
British Legion service at St. 
John’s Cathedral, the main cere- 
mony at the Cenotaph and a 
special observance by the Chinese 
community at ‘the Chincac 
Memorial Arch at the Botanic 
Gardens. Lady Peol attended the 
Cathedral service. 
~ From an early hour the scene in 
the neighbourhood of the Cenotaph 
was one of quict waiting, hundreds 
of people braving the discomfort 
of the heavy mist and drizzling rain 
to gain a position near cnough to 
the square to enable them to take 
part. in the service, ; 

The balconies of the Hongkong 
Club, whose committee had hospit- 
ably thrown open its doors for the 
occasion, were thronged with peo- 
ple, and from the verandah of the 
Cricket Club, the Supreme Court 
and tho roof of the latter bullding, 


several hundreds more watched the: 


proceedings. 

In the centre of the Supreme 
Court verandah, wives of officials 
and Legislative Councillors took 
part {fn the service. 

The square presented an im, 
posing spectacle at 10.45 a.m. when 
detachments representing ench re- 
giment in the Colony were lined 
up with the Consular body and 
others round the Cenotaph, 

A large body of Army officers 
from all sections of the garrison 
stood at the north-west corner with 
representatives of Queen Al-

ST.; DUNSTAN'S STILL NEEDS 
“ ASSISTANCE 


The ninetcenth Annual Report of 
St. Dunstan's for War-btinded 
Soldiers, Sailors, and Airmen, 
just Issued, atates that during the 
yoar. 19 new cases of war-blind- 
ness were admitted, including five 
‘gas cases, the pernicious effect of 
which has been delayed for over 
16. years, The number of casca 
under its care, it Ia added, fs still 
in the nelghbourheod of 2,000, 
this in spite of the fact that dur- 
ing the year under review, 29 war- 
blinded ex-servicemen died. They 
had ofl been under the. care of St. 
Dunstan's, In addition to . the 
2,000- war-blinded . men, — the 
organization loaka after about 6.000 
of thelr dependents. 

"As the men get older,” it goes 
on, “thelr needs Increase, As the 
yents pass, the principal suppor- 
tera of St, Dunstan’s; namely, 
those who remember the War at 
firet band, diminish,” On the 
other hand, it {a clear from the 
Report that the gencrosity of the 
British public remaina at a very 
high level, with the rcault that it 
can be said in their own worda, 
“The Executive Council of St, 
Dunstan’a report that the year 
just ended was ‘satlefactory in 
every respect.” 

It is significdnt that, as the 
Iteport says, more importanco is 
helng attached to the Brighton 
Conyaleacent Home, presented 16 
yeara ago by the Federation of 
Grocers’ Associntions of Great 
Britain, “More blinded soldiers,” 
it states, “suffer illness and need 
‘a change nnd, a8 a renult; more 
provison in being made for them. 
It han been decided to build up a 
fund to ensure the continuance of 
the Home during the men’s life- 
time.” . 

Blinded Soldiers, . 

The blinded masseurs, telephono 
operators and other commercial 
and Uusiness men, it fs -stated, 
have made progress during the 
Jnst) year and haye to a great 
extent rucovered form the deprea- 
sion, More work hna been found 
for all, At the same time, the 
home. worker, and craftemen are 
still being assisted in every way 
with thelr occupations, and some 
260,000 urtleles made by them 
were sold by St. Dunstan’s slast 
year, Large as this ‘sale sounds, 
it does not actually reflect an im. 
movement, and ix about the same 
na during the preeeding year, 


.[ Supporters, therefore, are asked to 


huy more goods either direct from 
St, Dunstan's or at one of the 
muny exhibitions at which they 
are Shown all over the country 
throughout the year. 

The accounts and balance sheet 
indicate little change from the 
year before, but the fact does 
emerge that, provided donations, 
subscriptions, and legacies | con- 
tinue as at present. St. Dunstan’s 
wiJl carry out its pledge to ensure 
preper treatment and every rea: 
ronable- care tor: its blinded: ex- 
soldiers until the last) one hag 
patssed on, 


“For The Duration.” 

The Report contains a full des- 
cription of the work and activities 
of St. Dinistan’s under the title 
“Por the Duration.” This phrase 
wns ‘popular enough 20 years ago, 
but fer war-blinded omen it has 
taken on a new siznifleance.
